ANNUAL REPORT 

2002 - 2003 

The Council of Architecture, a statutory body constituted by the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Government of India under the Architects Act, 1972, deems it a pleasure to present the 
Annual Report and Audited Statement of Accounts for the year ended on 31.03.2003. 


Organisational Structure : 

The Council of Architecture functions under the overall charge of the President, who is assisted by the 
Vice-President. The Registrar performs the statutory duties and functions and is assisted by the 
Administrative Officer under the general supervision of the President and Committees of the Council. 

The Union Ministry of Human Resource Development is the nodal ministry of the Council of 
Architecture... 

The Council consists of elected and nominated representatives as members, namely, a nominee of the 
Central Government, an architect nominated by each State Government and Union Territory, five 
representatives elected from amongst members of the Indian Institute of Architects, five persons elected 
from amongst heads of architectural institutions, two persons nominated by the All India Council for 
Technical Education, the Chief Architect (ex-officio) of Central Public Works Department and Military 
Engineering Services, Ministry of Defence & Ministry of Railways, two persons nominated by Institution 
of Engineers (India) from among its members and one person nominated by the Institution of Surveyors 
of India from among its members. 

Statutory and Other Committees : 

In order to carry out the objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, the Council constituted 
the statutory committees, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an Executive Authority 
of the Council, Disciplinary Committee, which investigates the complaints and holds enquiries relating to 
professional misconduct of architects, Advisory Committee (Appeals), which hears the appeals of the 
applicants whose cases were rejected for registration by the Registrar of the Council and such other 
committee for general or specific purposes. The President presides the meetings of the Council of 
Architecture and he is the Chairman of the Executive Committee. The President is assisted by the Vice- 
President, who is also the Vice-Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

Meetings of the Council and its Committees : 

During the year under report, the Council met twice i.e. 40 th Meeting held on 12 th & 13 th April, 2002 and 
41 st Meeting held on 17 th & 18 th January, 2003. The Executive Committee met thrice i.e. 72 nd meeting on 
11.04.2002, 73 rd meeting on 25.09.2002 & 74 th meeting on 10.03.2003. The Disciplinary Committee met 
on 20 th & 21 st September and 7 th December, 2002, tQ hear the complaints filed against architects for 
alleged professional misconduct, as referred to it by the Council and upon hearing the complainants as 
well as the respondents-architects submitted its report to the Council for appropriate action. The 
Advisory Committee (Appeals) met on 24.09.2002, 21.11 2002 and 12.03.2003 to consider the appeals 
filed against rejection of their applications for registration as architects and upon hearing the appellants, it 
submitted the report for consideration of the Council.

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The various decisions and actions taken by the Council and the aforesaid committees during the year 
under report are summarized as under : 

1.0 Document on Architects Liability and Responsibility in the event of Building Collapse : 

At the 40 th Meeting, the Council approved the document on “Architect’s Professional Liability” 
vide Resolution No. 302, as guidelines to the Architects and the user organizations/ individual 
clients. 

2.0 Document on Conditions of Engagement and Scale of Charges : 

At the 40 th Meeting, the Council approved the document on “Architectural Practice - Conditions 
of Engagement and Scale of Charges”, prescribed pursuant to Regulation 2 (1) (xii) of the 
Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989, read with Section 22 (1) and 25 (2) (i) of 
the Architects Act,' 1972, vide Resolution No. 303. , 

3.0 To elect a member of the Disciplinary Committee from amongst ex-^fficio members of the 
Council nominated under clause (d) of Sub-SectJdn (3) of Section 3 of the Architects Act, 
1972 ; 

At the 41 sl Meeting, the Council unanimously elected Shri C. R. Saha, Chief Architect, MES, 
Ministry of Defence, Govt, of India, as member of the Disciplinary Committee. The Disciplinary 
committee shall now comprise of Shri P.R. Das, Smt. Mridula Banerji and Shri C.R. Saha,.as, 
provided under clause (d) of Sub-Section (3) of Section 3 (i.e. one member from amongst the

The Council has been charged with the responsibility to oversee the maintenance of Minimum 
Stanuards of Architectural Education being imparted at colleges/institutions and to make its 
recommendations to the authorities of the institutions as well as State/Central Government under 
the provisions of the Architects’Act, 1972. Further, in terms of Memorandum signed between the . 
Council of Architecture and the All India Council for Technical Education (AICTE), t e 
Council’s recommendations are also forwarded to AICTE for grant of extension ot approval or 
otherwise by AICTE to the institutions who have been granted approval to conduct five year 
degree course in architecture.

8.0 Inspections of Schools of Architecture; 

Durmg the year under report,.86 institutions were due for statutory inspection to be carried out 

constituted and V1 ! ArChltCCtS 197Z Accordingly, Experts Committees were 
constituted and 84 inspections were carried out and the Expert Committees' reports for these 

institutions were received. These reports were placed before the Board of Undergraduate 
Education constituted by the Executive Committee to moderate the reports and to make its 
recommendations to Executive Committee on the basis of Self-Appraisal (Part-I) submitted by 
the institutions, reports of the Experts Committees and the previous reports of the experts. 

9.0 Quality Improvement Programme for Faculty Members: 

The Council has been assisting the AICTE in its mission of Quality Improvement Programme for 
faculty members. In this connection, Council has initiated conduct of Short Term Courses The 
Council has been encouraging faculty members to avail AICTE’s scholarship for acquiring higher 
qualification During the year under report, 14 short-term courses were conducted and 9 teachers 

were selected by Council to avail higher education. 

10.0 Disciplinary Action: 

An architect is required to observe the standard of professional conduct and ethics, in terms of the 
Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989. The Act provides for taking action against 
an aichitect who is found guilty of professional misconduct upon investigation'and after 
prov iding opportunity of being heard to the architect. 

During the year under report, the Council at its 40 ,h meeting held on 12 ,h & 13 1,1 April, 2002, 
unanimously decided to suspend Shri G. N. Sohoni, Architect, (Registration No.CA/78/982) 
Shn B. W. Dhumale, Architect (CA/76/3231) and reprimanded Shri Surjit S. Nagi, Architect as 

they were found guilty of professional misconduct in terms of the provisions of the Architects 
Act, 1972. 

11.0 Cases of Professional Misconduct: 


At the 41 meeting held on 17 1 & 18 th January, 2003, the Council decided to'summon the 
following architects to appear before the Bar of the Council, who were found guilty.of professional 
misconduct in terms of the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972. so as to provide them 
opportunity of being heard and to make their submissions before initiating action on them: 

(i) Shri Wijcndran Nadarajah, Architect, Chennai; (ii) Shri Gautam Mazumder, Architect; (in) Shri 
Vinod Kumar Gupta, Architect, Vinod Gupta & Associates, Delhi. 



12.0 Hearing of appeals filed against non-registration: 


The Council received and considered the report of the Advisory Committee (Appeals) o 
cases of appeal against the decision of the Registrar rejecting applications forregistration at its 
41" meetingheld on 17* and 18* January, 2003. Appeals of all the 8 appellants were rejected as 
they were not eligible for registration. The appeal Of Shri Rahul Singhal from Jaipur wl 
considered at the next meeting of the Council as he sought adjournment of hearing of his case 
want of submission of some documents before Advisory Committee (Appeals). 

Removal of names of the Architects from the Register of Architects and Restoration of 
names of architects to the Register of Architects: 

The Council at its 41 s ' meeting held on 17* & 18* January, 2003, removed the names of 33 
architects upon their request or consequent upon their death. 

The Council at its 41* meeting held on 17* & 18* January, 2003, restored the names oH40l 
architects who have got their names restored on payment of requisite fees, to the Register of 

Architects.

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16.0 Architectural Competitions : 

The Council has assisted a number of promoters in the conduct of the architectural design 
competitions, namely, Public Works Department of Government of Delhi, Delhi Development 
Authority, National Accreditation and Assessment Council, Bangalore, All India Council or 
Technical Education, Mahatma Gandhi International Hindi Visvavidyalaya, Navodaya Vidyalaya 
Samiti, various Municipal Corporation and Individual Clients etc. for their projects in compliance 
with the architectural competitions guidelines prescribed by it. The guidelines and inputs 
required by the promoters and dompetitors in the conduct of the competitions and also to 
safeguard their interests, were made available by the Council whenever sought for. 

17.0 Registration of Architects : 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 25 of the Act, w^rcsides or carries 
on the profession of architecture in India and holds a recognized arch itec t ^f a i qualification. 

During the year (1 st April, 2002 to 31 st March, 2003), the Counc ,il has registered 1983 persons as 
architects and with this as on 31 st March, 2003,30460 persons fc ave beeM registered as architects. 

18.0 Enforcement of the Architects Act, 1972 : 

The Council has written numerous letters to the Chief Secretar ies of State Governments and 
Local Bodies and Development Authorities, etc. for imple* nenting the provisions of the 
Architects Act, 1972 and the Architects (Professional G\ndutf,) Regulations, 1989, in particular 
regarding : (i) the protection of title and style of architect: (i i) no further registration or fees are 
asked by the Local Bodies from the architects register with the Council of Architecture ; (iii) to 
protect the privilege of architects to pursue their pr ©fessta of architecture ; and (iv) Architect’s 
licence should not be issued to any person who i% not registered as an architect with the Council 
of Architecture. 

Council is issuing notices to various individuals/ firms using the title and style of architect 
without being registered with the Council of Architecture and carrying on the architectural 
profession illegally. Criminal complaints have also been filed against such persons, ir. the Court 
of Law for taking cognizance of the offences by the Court for punishing the ma'e factors, as 
provided under the Act. 

19.0 Misuse of Title and Style ©f ‘Architect* : 

The Council at its 41 st meeting held on 17 th & 18* January, 2003, resolved to file criminal 
complaint against the following persons, who are misusing the title and style of ‘Architect’, in the 
appropriate Court of Law and authorized the Registrar of the Council o f Architecture in this 
behalf:

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20.0 Publications; 

Council of Architecture is publishing a magazine titled “architecture * time space & people” is 
being published every month through M/s, Spent* Multimedia Ltd., Mumbai. Th’s is being sent 
free of cost, to all the registered architects and it provides useful inforihation about the activities 
of the Council and issues concerning architectural profession. 

21.0 Amendments to the Architects Act, 1972 : • 

Council of Architecture has prepared a comprehensive document as per the recommendations 
submitted by a sub-committee for the same, with the help of an advocate. However, in the light 
of ongoing negotiations on Architectural Services under GATS of WTO the domestic regulations 
for the Architectural Services sector requires further amendments to incorporate the provisions to 
facilitate supply of services through various modes/ professionals of foreign countries as well as 
sup^y of services by Indians in abroad. 

22.0 Revision in National Building Code 

• i 

The Bureau of Indian Standards (BIS), New Delhi has taken up the revision in the National 
Building Code of India and for this purpose, BIS has constituted a number of panels of experts for 
revising different parts of the National Building Code. 

\ ; - * 

The BIS has emulated the Preliminary Draft National Building Code of India: Part 2 
Administration [Revision of SP 7 (2)], Doc : CED 46 (6075) to all members on the panel. Council 
of Architecture vide its letter no. CA/28/2002/NBC dated 15.06.2002 has sent its comments, 
particularly on the Competence for Architects, Engineers, Structural Engineers, Supervisors and 
-Town Planners. In Order to have wider consultations and consensus on the issues involved and the 
impact of the document cm the Various building bye-laws and development control regulations, 
Council organized discussions on 03.05,2002 and 07.06.2002, at New Delhi. Over 30 experts 
participated in the discussion including representatives of the 11^ and Development Authorities. 

\ Council of Architecture is continuously interacting in the matter with the Bureau of Indian 
Standards so that the competence of an Architect can be distinguished from other building 
professionals such as Engineers, Draughtsman, Surveyors, other persons engaged in the profession, 
in the National Building Code of India. 

23.0 General Agreement on Trade in Services in World Trade Organisation : 

The Council is continuously interacting with the Ministry of Commerce and Industry and Ministry 
of Human Resource Development, Government of India, in regard to negotiations relating to the 
architectural and > allied services under General Agreement on Trade in Services at WTO. As 
desired by Ministry of Commerce arid Industry vide their communication no. 34/5/2001-TPD dated 
26.02.2002 and 11.03.2002, Council of Architecture has prepared “DRAFT INITIAL REQUEST’. 

With regard to the above. Council of Architecture has prepared the following documents:

1. Draft proposal of India - Trade in Architectural Services, Urban Planning and Landscape 
Architectural Services, from the Council of Architecture.' 

2 . India’s request for commitments from member countries of WTO under GATS - initial request 
addressed to 49 countries. 
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The President, Council of Architecture as a member of panel of experts of Ministry of Commerce & 
Industry, Government of India has attended the bilateral meetings for negotiations, held at Geneva 
between 27th October, & 1st November, 2002. 

As advised by the Government of India to hold consultations with various government and non¬ 
governmental organisations for architectural services and urban planning & landscape architectural 
services, the Council organised a discussion on 21st November, 2002, which was chaired by 
Mrs. Bela Banerji, Joint Secretary (L), Department of Secondary & Higher Education, Ministry of 
Human Resource Development, Government of India, in which President, COA, has made a 
presentation of issues concerning the profession and to share his experiences during bilateral 
meetings and negotiations at Geneva. Further, the Council has arranged a discussion on 17.01.2003 
at 6.00 p.m.. Chaired by officials of the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, Government of India, 
in the Auditorium of Indian National Science Academy, Bahadurshah Zafar Marg, New Delhi, 
inviting the Associations of Architects, COA Experts from Delhi, Representatives of Development 
Authorities in and around Delhi and other agencies connected with architectural practice. Council 
members have also participated in this discussion. 

Council of Architecture has also made presentations in a meeting Chaired by the Secretary, 
Ministry of Human Resource Development, Department of Secondary & Higher Education, Govt, 
of India, on 28.11.2002 and subsequently at another meeting Chaired by Additional Secretary, also 
before the Additional Ministry of Human Resource Development, Department of Secondary & 
Higher Education, Govt. of.India. 

Council of Architecture has also constituted sub-committees to deal with the issues of making 
requests and offers to other member countries under GATS of WTO. 

24.0 Films on Architecture s 


In order to promote architectural education and profession and to acquaint the architects with the 
new technologies and advancements made in the industry, the Council of Architecture is promoting 
the films on architecture and organizing, films shows of various foreign / Indian films for architects 
at India Habitat Centre, New Delhi. 
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The Council expresses its gratitude to its Auditor, Counsel, Officers & employees and all those who 
have rendered useful services to it during the year 2002 —2003.
